NINE MEN AND THREE WOMEN 


ON JURY WHICH WAS OUT 


NEARLY 24 HOURS 


( B y I'n I toil B r ea s t 
Los Angeles, Nov. 16.—A jury today 
found .Mrs. Clara Phillips guilty of 
m urder In the second degree in con­ 
nection with the slaying of Mrs. Al­ 
berta Meadows. 
Mrs. Phillips heat Mrs. Meadows to 
death with a hammer because of jeal­ 
ousy of her husband’s attentions to 
the woman. 
The jury by its verdict decreed that 
Mrs. Phillips in beating Mrs. Meadows 
to death acted under extreme provo­ 
cation. 
Nine men and three women 
rendered the verdict which was re ­ 
turned after approximately 23,/2 hours 
of deliberation. 
Mrs. Phillips, deathly pale, received 
the judgment without a show of emo­ 
tion. 
The penalty is ten years to life 
imprisonment. 
Silence prevailed in the court room 
after the announcement of the ver­ 
dict. broken only by the sobs of Clara’s 
two sisters. 
Light of the jurors, including the 
three women, voted for murder in the 
first degree. A compromise on second 
degree murder was reached after eight 
ballots had been taken. 
“We voted for second degree m u r ­ 
der after we found it was impossible 
to get a straight conviction,” Foreman 
McSwain stated. 
“Eight of us, includ­ 
ing the women, wanted to hang her.” 
“Well, it could have been 
a 
lot 
w’orse,” said Mrs. Phillips to Deputy 
Sheriff Frank Dewar, her guard, after 
she had quickly recovered her com­ 
posure. 
She smiled at the court room crowd 
and apparently was satisfied with the 
result. 
Fred Tremaine, father of Al­ 
berta Meadows, received the verdict 
with disgust. 
“ I don’t know' what one would have 
to do to be guilty of murder in the 
lirst degree,” he said. 
His daughter, 
Genora, remained at his side weeping 
Armour Phillips, husband of Clara 
Phillips, who first gave information 
on his wife, slumped in his seat with 
a forced grin as though relieved that 
his wife would not have to die for the 
crime. 
Fnder the California law, indeter­ 
minate sentence, Mrs. Phillips will be 
sentenced to “from ten years to dura 
tion of her natural life” in a state 
penitentiary. 
She can be released af­ 
ter serving ten years on recommenda 
tion of state authorities. 
Judge Houser announced sentence 
would be pronounced at IO a. rn. Mon 
day.

Santa Clara, Calif., Nov. 16 
A 
though sun spots hail something to 
do with tin* disastrous earthquake 
and consequent tidul waves in Chile. 
the moon also was a contributing far 
tor, in the opinion of F ather J. R, 
Bicarb, of the Univ’erisity of Santa 
Clara observatory. 
"In our observatory at Santa Clara 
we have always held that great sun 
spots on becoming central are a par­ 
tial cause of e a rthquake s,” said Bic­ 
ard. 
"W hen the Chilean earthquake 
occurred a great sun spot was iii 
place to strike the earth. 
For more 
th a n 22 years this coincidence be­ 
tween malignant sun spots and earth 
quakes has been repeating itself. 
“ On the other hand, it cannot he 
denied the moon acta at an aug 
of 4 5 degrees, where, unopposed by 
gravity, it lifts not only the waters 
of t Im* ocean, hut also the earth. Tills 
opens fissures in the sea 
bottoms 
where the water, filtering 
in 
in 
abundance, is turned into superheat 
cd steam arid explodes, thereby lift 
Ing enormous masses of solid m ater­ 
ial, 
which 
begin to oscillate 
and 
that is the ca rthquake.”

The u nsettled conditions in Eu rop e are cau sing rap id p olit­ 
ical changes and these changes are tak ing p lace in so many cou n­ 
tries that it is difficu lt to k eep p ace with them. In England, Italy , 
Tu rk ey and Germany , changes hav e followed in su ch q u ick su c­ 
cession that it is almost imp ossible for p eop le at this side of the 
Atlantic to adju st themselv es to them. Changes of this character, 
tak ing p lace in so many cou ntries and so near together, are not 
withou t their cau ses, and in these cau ses lies that which mu st be 
changed if the conditions of Eu rop e are to 
Ik* stabilized. 
The great conference held in the p eace p alace of Versailles 
did hot accomp lish those things that it set ou t to achiev e. 
In the 
failu re of this gathering of Eu rop e’s leaders lies the cau se, the 
chief cau se, of all that has followed. In the light of these ev ents, 
it is not su rp rising that Eu rop e attemp ted to inv olv e this cou ntry 
in the trou bled q u estions thai are demanding a solu tion and which, 
so it seems, can nev er be solv ed so long as the agreements reached 
at that conference stand in the way of a settlement. This is what 
lies liehind the resignation of Chancellor Wirth, and u ntil some 
way is fou nd by which Britain and France are brou ght to n p lace 
where they can comp ose their différences and act together har­ 
moniou sly , for the restoration of Eu rop e, there seems to l»e bu t 
slight hop e of any Stable gov ernment for Germany . What is tru e 
of Germany is also tru e of Tu rk ey , for the p roblem in the Near 
East has its center in the inability of these two cou ntries to agree 
on a definite p olicy which will be p u rsu ed to the end. 
This atti­ 
tu de of the two strong p owers of Eu rop e, which has been charac­ 
terized by its v acillation, has led the Tu rk , who is alway s clev er 
at tak ing adv antage of any differences among his op p onents, to 
p lay off of one of <thdse ngains^ the other to his own adv antage. 
There may be more hop e for a p olicy that is agreeable to both 
of these nations now that Britain’s foreign p olicy is u nder the 
direction of a well-trained dip lomat, Lord Cu rzon. This foreign 
minister is lik ely to follow a consistent p rogram, now* that he is 
freed from interference from Floy d George, of whose interfer­ 
ence he has comp lained. 
Eu rop e needs highly trained and thor­ 
ou ghly comp etent adv isers in charge of the foreign otlices of the 
different nations. 
It. is p robable that If su ch leadership is af­ 
forded, who p u rsu e their own p olicy , withou t too mu ch regard for 
the op inions of those who are not ex p ert in the affairs of the na­ 
tions,las these work for their own ends by u nseen strategy , there 
will be* brou ght abou t that for which the world hop es—a u nity 
of p u rp ose that will offer p eace and stability to Eu rop e. 
&ome su ch p olicy mu st be adop ted with regard to Germany 
by Britain and France. With the resignation of Chancellor \Vh th, 
who has failed to brine t<» geUu *r the socialist and thé p eop le’; 
p arties, there is a grav e dflhger that Germany will cu t nor restore 
the monarchy or go ov er to liolshev istie control. 
Either of these 
cou rses wou ld be regrettable. 
When the k aiser lied from Uie 
Fatherland the world hop ed that monarchy had lost its hold u p on 
the German p eop le a nd wou ld nev er in* restored. 
Yet while the 
world wished to see the rise of democracy in Germany , a fter wha t 
has hap p ened in Ru ssia, the world will not wish ¡o sec* Germany 
p ass into the au tocratic control of the ru lers of a cou ntry u nder 
commu nism. It will be a sad day for Germany , if the mishandling 
of the foreign p olicy of the nations of Eu rop e forces her to choose 
between a ka iser or a Eenine. 
Tin* resignation of Chancellor 
Wirth, who has attemp ted to fu se the v ariou s factions and failed, 
su ggests that these may be the only alternativ es. 
If the failu re of Fiance and Britain to get together on 
some 
safe p olicy inv ites this end, they are inv iting a menace that will 
call for regrets in tin* fu tu re. Perhap s it will be necessary to re­ 
write some of the p rov isions of the Treaty of Versailles, for il 
this is done in time 
it may be p rov ed y et once more that the p en 
is mightier than 
the sword. 
The sword did not comp ose the trou ­ 
bles of Eu iop e a nd it rema ins for the p en to re-write su ch p ro­ 
v isions as will bring th is to p ass

CHANCELLOR WIRTH*,S RE,SIONATION 


The unsettled conditions in Europe are causing rapid polit­ 
ical changes and these changes are taking place in so many coun­ 
tries that it is difficult to keep pace with them. In England, Italy, 
Turkey and Germany, changes have followed in such quick suc­ 
cession that it is almost impossible for people at this side of the 
Atlantic to adjust themselves to them. Changes of this character, 
taking place in so many countries and so near together, are not 
without their causes, ami in these causes lies that which must he 
changed if the conditions of Europe are to be stabilized. 
The great conference held in the peace palace of Versailles 
did hot accomplish those things that it set out to achieve. 
In the 
failure of this gathering of Europe’s leaders lies the cause, the 
chief cause, of all that has followed. In the light of these events, 
it is not surprising that Europe attempted to involve this country 
in the troubled questions that are demanding a solution and which, 
so it seems, can never be solved so long as the agreements reached 
at that conference stand in the way of a settlement. This is what 
lies behind the resignation of Chancellor Wirth, and until some 
way is found by which Britain and Trance are brought to a place 
where they can compose their differences and act together har­ 
moniously* for the restoration of Europe, there seems to be but 
slight hope of any stable government for Germany. What is true 
of Germany is also true of Turkey, for the problem in the Near 
East has its center in the inability of these two countries to agree 
on a definite policy which will be pursued to the end. 
This atti­ 
tude of the two strong powers of Europe, which has been charac­ 
terized by its vacillation, has led the Turk, who is always clever 
at taking advantage of any differences among his opponents, to 
play off of one of these against; the other to.his own advantage. 
There may be more hope for a policy that is agreeable to both 
of these nations now that Britain’s foreign policy is under the 
direction of a well-trained diplomat, Lord Curzon. 
This foreign 
minister is likely to follow a consistent program, now1 that he is 
freed from interference from Lloyd George, of whose interfer­ 
ence he has complained. 
Europe needs highly trained and thor­ 
oughly competent advisers in charge of the foreign offices of the 
different nations. 
It is probable that if such leadership is af­ 
forded, who pursue their own policy, without too much regard for 
the opinions of those who are not expert in the affairs of the na­ 
tions,tas these work for their own ends by unseen strategy, there 
will bo brought about that for which the world hopes—a unity 
of purpose that will offc^r peace and stability to Europe. 
Some such policy must be adopted with regard to Germany 
by Britain and France. With the resignation of Chancellor Wirth, 
who has failed to bring, ’together tile socialist and ,Ui j people's 
parties, there is a grave dahger thai Germany Will either restore 
the monarchy or go over to bolshevistic control. 
Either of these 
courses would be regrettable. 
When the kaiser tied from Che 
Fatherland the world hoped that monarchy had lost its hold upon 
the German people and would never be restored. 
Vet while the 
world Wished to see the rise of democracy in Germany, al ler what 
has happened in Russia, the world will not wish to see Germany 
pass into the autocratic control of the rulers of a country under 
communism. It will be a sad day for Germany, if the mishandling 
of the foreign policy of the nations of Europe forces her to choose 
between a kaiser or a Lenine. 
The resignation of Chancellor 
Wirth, who has attempted to fuse the various factions and failed, 
suggests that these may be the only alternatives. 
lf the failure of Fiance and Britain to get together on some 
safe policy invites this end, they are inviting a menace that will 
call for regrets in the future. Perhaps it will be necessary to re­ 
write some of the provisions of the Treaty of Versailles, for ii 
this is done in time it may be proved yet once more that the pen 
is mightier than the sword. The sword did not compose the trou­ 
bles of Europe and it remains for the pen to re-write such pro­ 
visions as will bring this to pass.
